chief gaoler, told the convict that as it was the 
‘ast day of his life, and. aa there still remained 
(wo yon odd. of the money given him’ by his 
relatives, he had better purchase some delicacies 
and give himself a treat for the lust time. ‘Tho 
convict, quite unexpectedly, said in reply that 
he had Iearned from now prisoners that Japan 
waa fighting with Russia, His only regret was 
that heoould not help the country in the war in 
the mannor he would have adopted if he were 
out of prison, and tho only service ho could 
tender would be to contribute to the war funds 
the paltry sum remaining to his credit. He 
asked the chief. gaoler to’ carry out his, wishes, 
which (ba latter promised to do. The convict 
also offered his body for dissection to tho 
wedical college pf the Imporial University, We 
then , ascended the scaffold’ with hervio 
equanimity and self-composure. 


The immediate cause of tho failure of Messrs. 


William Watson & Co., tho well-known army 
sgents aud bankors of Loudon ond Bombay, was 
the refusal of the Yokohama Specio Bank to 
discount any more of their bills, Tho Official 
Receiver at the first meeting of creditors held in 
London last month explained that those wero 
timple accommodation bills, the discounting of 
which had kept the firm going, Probably the 
war was the immediate canne of the refosal of 
the bavk to give further flnancial assistance, 
but it seomed deplorable to him that bankers 
who were entrusted with the monoy of their 
dieuts, should be. living from day to day on 
money raised on accommodation bills. It 
wan o matter for the strictest investigation’ 
The totel Wabilities wero roughly estimated 
at between £600,000 and £700,000, of which the 
London liabilities were £175,723. ‘Tho assots of 
the London . business were said to show a 
deticiency of only £1,882, but he was afraid 
that was purely imaginary; the liabilities 
would, no doubt, be largely increased. ‘T'he 
assets in India and South Africa wera 
considerable, and he dad taken — steps 
fo protect them. Mr. C. E.  Chap- 
man, formerly Accountant-Genoral for the 
Government of Iudis, said that. the debtors, in 
dealing With money drawn by them from the 
Treasnry of India, for officers on furlough, had 
committed a serious breach of trust, aud he waa 
of opinion that it was a case for a criminal 
court, The debtors consontol to an adju.

applied to a Philadelphia man for one hour, 
reducing an aneurism that, extended 3 inches 
above the base of the breast bone und was 
34 inches wide. Dr. James Brion, of Essex, 
Ont.. has saved a child's life by electricity. 
the infant being born apparently dead, und 
the current being applied after 15 minutes. In 
15 minutes more signs of returning life appear- 
ed, pulsgtion of the heart and breathing being 
normal 1 minutes later.

Considering the possible influence of alcohol 
npon human evolution, Dr: Harry Campbell 
assumes that such civilisations as those of 
Babylon and Egypt may date back 30,000 years, 
and that agriculture by migratory tribes may 
extend ack 30,000 years more, but concludes 
that the nse of alcohol as a béreruge has: not. 
been known moro than 10.000 years. He finds 
no reason to believe that. as was suggested some 
years ugo, the discovery of fermonted liquor 
gave the first civilising quickening to the brain 
of apo-man. . 

“eather railway-ties are made by grinding 
scrap leather very fine. subjecting to a refining 

rocess, and compressing to different grades of 
Rardness in a moulding machine. 


Tho smokeless boiler of fir John Primrose, 
of Glasgow, is claimed to hv revolutionary in 
sevoral ways, It depends upon a separate 
water-jacketed chamber, in which combustion 
tukes place, and only tho gaseous products of 
combustion impinge on the fire or water-tabe 
gteam-raising surfaces. Tho air and fuel are 
fed, together, no wnconsumed gases escaping 
from the furnace, while no smoke or carbonic 
acid comes from the chimney or funnel. Great 
economy in fuel~and efficiency in steam are 
effected, and experiments on a marine. boiler 
indicate that the new system will give o ship its 
present power with half the present boiler-room 
space ant bailey-room weight. : 


The beer-poisoning epidemic of Manchester 
has: been the subject of a prolonged 
Governmentinvestigation. A final report shows 
that there were 6,000 cases of - poisoning, with 
more than 100 known deaths, and that the 
arsenic was introduced into the beer by sgur 
or glucose that had been contaminated by the 
sulphuric acid nsed in its manufacture. Poison- 
ing in other localities has teen traced to the 
contamination of malt by the use of -arsenical 
gas-caké- in drying. Various foods are liable 
to contain arsenic, including golden syrup and 
treacle, aubstances containing glucose, various 
oxtracts of malt, prepared and infant foods, and 
yeast cakes. 

In a late exporiment in Switzerland, a Scotch 
boiler was found to be 159 degrees C. hotter atthe 
upper part than at the lower part. ond the 
temperatures changed but lightly after ‘two 
hours. As this peculiarity iso chief objection to 
this form of generator, a test of other ‘boilers is 
desired. ;
